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Ex- Johnson 
resident 
charged in 
robbery

CABELL COUNTY, W.VA. - A for- 
mer Johnson County resident was 
arrested last week in West Virginia and 
charged with bank robbery. 

Jonathan Tyler Deaton, 22, now of 
B arbour sville, W.Va. was arrested 
Thursday at a St. Albans car dealership 
where he works, according to Cabell 
County Chief Deputy Doug Lerguson. 

“There was no resistance,” Lerguson 
said. “He came willingly.” 

Deaton allegedly entered the Lifth 
Third Bank in Barboursville and 
demanded a specific amount of money 
from a teller. After being told that they 
didn’t have that amount of money, he 
threatened to come across the counter to 
get the money, Lerguson said. 

WSAZ-TV reported that Deaton had 
asked for $20,000. 

“I can’t be sure how much he asked 
for, but it was a specific number and he 
did threaten to come across the counter 
if they didn’t give it to them,” Lerguson 
said. “They gave him several thousand 
dollars and he took off on foot, heading 
north on Route 60.” 

Lerguson also said he wasn’t at lib- 
erty to disclose whether the money had 
been recovered. 

Lerguson said that a K-9 unit was 
able to track Deaton to the parking lot of 
the American Legion, located across 
from the bank, and that a surveillance 
camera showed Deaton getting into a 
pickup truck and driving off the lot. 

“We believe that at the time of the 
robbery, he was alone and that he wasn’t 
carrying a weapon,” Lerguson said. “At 
least we couldn’t see one.” 

Lerguson also said that a female 
called in to identify Deaton after seeing 
the bank surveillance pictures, and then

PAINTSVILLE — A special edition of the docu- 
mentary film about the tragic 1958 school bus crash in 
Lloyd County that killed 27 people will be screened 
Lriday night at the Sipp Theatre in Paintsville. 

Lriday’s showing of “The Very Worst Thing” will 
include recently discovered home movies from 1958 
that were filmed during the search and rescue efforts 
while looking for the missing school bus. 

The special edition will also include never-before- 
seen photographs, bonus footage and extended inter- 
views with people in the film. 

Tickets to the exclusive screening, which begins at 
7:30 p.m., can be purchased by calling Paintsville City 
Hall at 606-789-2600. 

Twenty- six children and the bus driver died when 
the school bus, carrying 48 elementary and high 



school students, collided with a tow truck on U.S. 23 
near Prestonsburg and plunged into the swollen waters 
of the Big Sandy River on Leb. 28, 1958. It was the 
worst school bus accident in U.S. history. 

“The tragedy not only shook the small, eastern 
Kentucky community but also the entire nation,” a 
press release for the film said. “The cause of the wreck 
remains a mystery even to this day.” 

The award-winning film, written and directed by 
Michael Crisp, includes interviews with several peo- 
ple who were affected by the tragedy, including crash 
survivors Martha Burchett Marsh, Winston Dillon, 
Darwin DeRossett and David Wright; and John Crum, 
a student who was supposed to be on the bus that 
morning but decided to stay home at the last minute. 

The film premiered to a sold-out audience at the 
Mountain Arts Center in Prestonsburg on Leb. 19, 
2010 . 



Man 
indicted 
in fatal 
collision

LOUISA — The Lawrence County 
Grand Jury last week issued five 
indictments, including ones for mur- 
der and child pornography. 

Erick A. Blair, 31, of Rush, is 
charged with murder, first-degree 
assault, fourth-offense operating a 
motor vehicle under the influence of 
alcohol or drugs, first-degree driving 
DUI on a suspended or revoked 
license (aggravating circumstances) 
and failure of owner to maintain 
required insurance/security. 

According to the indictment, on 
May 20, Blair allegedly wantonly 
operated a motor vehicle under cir- 
cumstances manifesting extreme 
indifference to the value of human life 
thereby creating a grave risk of death 
to Benjamin E. Burchett II and serious 
physical injury to Amanda Burchett, 
while being previously convicted of at 
least one prior charge of operating a 
motor vehicle under the influence of 
alcohol or other substances, having his 
driver’s license suspended and being 
in physical control of a motor vehicle 
as well as failing to maintain required 
insurance on his vehicle. 

Thomas Meade, 5 1 , of Blaine, was 
indicted on one count of distribution 
of matter portraying sexual perfor- 
mance by a minor and four counts of 
possession of matter portraying a sex- 
ual performance by a minor. 

According to the indictment, on 
Leb. 6, 2009, Meade allegedly distrib-

Regulatory changes to new ‘pill mill’ law proposed 



LRANKLORT— Proposed regula- 
tory changes to Kentucky’s 2012’s 
“pill mill” law — including exemp- 
tions for certain prescription cough 
syrups and pediatric patients — have 
been submitted to the state Legislative 
Research Commission for approval, 
regulatory agency and board officials 
told a state legislative panel last week. 

The changes to regulations required 
by the passage of House Bill 1 during 
a special session earlier this year were 
aired before the 2012 SS (Special Ses- 



sion) HB 1 Implementation and Over- 
sight Committee by representatives of 
the Kentucky Board of Medical Licen- 
sure (KB ML), the Cabinet for Health 
and Lamily Services (CHLS) and the 
Kentucky Board of Nursing, among 
others. 

Of all the concerns with HB 1 that 
were shared with KBML by health 
care professionals statewide, KBML 
chair Dr. Preston Nunnelley said pre- 
scribing standards were at the top. The 
board responded by recommending 



that prescribing standards for patients 
under 16, Schedule V drugs (i.e., 
codeine-based cough formulas) and 
controlled substances that are non- 
pain medications — like ADHD and 
anxiety drugs — be removed from HB 
1 . 

The KBML’s revised regulations 
“would only deal with pain, and only 
chronic pain medication,” with chron- 
ic pain meaning a condition requiring 
a prescription for over 90 days, said 
Nunnelley. Also, drug screening would 



only be required for chronic pain med- 
ication, he said, and not a broad array 
of controlled substances as is now the 
case under HB 1 . 

Lor non-pain related controlled 
substances, providers would only be 
required to run an initial KASPER 
report and “practice quality medicine,” 
he said. That means a physician or 
health care provider must know a 
patient’s medical history and ensure 
medication prescribed to that patient is 
justified. 



Other regulatory changes recom- 
mended include allowing non-physi- 
cians who owned a state-regulated 
pain clinic prior to HB l’s July 20 
effective date to retain ownership. HB 
1 requires that pain clinics in the state 
be operated and owned by a state 
board-certified physician. 

“We want to stop prescription drug 
abuse, but we don’t want to stop peo- 
ple from getting pain medicine,” Nun-

nelley said. “A lot of people 
need that, they deserve that, and 
we want to make sure .... we 
give them the right to get good 
quality health care.” 

Nunnelley said the group 
doesn’t feel the changes being 
made “would in any way harm 
our ability to peer and make 
recommendations on these peo- 
ple.” 

In regards to recommended 
changes in the pediatric pre- 
scribing language in HB 1, Sen. 
Jimmy Higdon, R-Lebanon, 
said he has also heard of prob- 
lems that senior citizens have 
had with the law. Nunnelley 
said the KBML’s recommended 
changes to drug screening under 
HB 1 (the urine drug screens 



can cost up to $400 every three 
months, he explained) would 
help. 

“(Beyond) that, only if you 
suspect something would you 
do a drug screening ... but 
we’re not mandated beyond the 
initial screen,” said Nunnelley. 

Regarding the Schedule V 
drug regulatory change, com- 
mittee co-chairman Rep. John 
Tilley, D-Hopkinsville, asked 
Nunnelley the probability of a 
Schedule V drug being addic- 
tive. Nunnelley said the proba- 
bility is “very, very low... This 
goes through the FDA and drug 
controls to establish incidence 
of addiction. It’s very, very, 
very low in the 5s,” he said. 

As far as the health care 



provider’s protection, Nunnel- 
ley said not every provider may 
have KASPER access, for 
whatever reason, but as long as 
that reason is documented the 
KB ML is “not going to hold up 
quality care.” 

“If it’s documented that you 
couldn’t ... for some particular 
reason, then you’re in no jeop- 
ardy with the board of licen- 
sure,” he said. 

Testimony from the CHFS, 
Board of Nursing and others 
regarding final revised regula- 
tions from their administrative 
agencies was also received by 
the committee, as was a report 
from Rep. Addia Wuchner, 
R-Burlington, on tamper-resis- 
tant drug technology.

Jodie L. Rife, 26, of 5000 Coon 
Creek Road in Salyersville; and 
Connie A. Arnett, 51, of Coal 
Branch Road in Salyersville on 
charges of theft by unlawful tak- 
ing over $500/complicity.

According to the indictment, 
on or before Sept. 28, Bailey, 
Rife and Arnett, acting alone or 
in complicity, allegedly took a 6 
foot by 8 foot utility trailer 
owned by Tractor Supply of 
Louisa with a value of $999.

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Lawrence woman skips trial

LOUISA — Authorities are 
seeking information on the 
whereabouts of a Lawrence 
County woman who allegedly 
posed as victim of the March 2 
tornadoes in order to get free 
lodging from the county and then 
failed to appear for her trial in 
Lawrence District Court in 
November. 

Judge-Executive John 
Osborne obtained a criminal 
complaint for Christy Thompson, 
3 1 , for the destruction of proper- 



ty valued at over $500 at Pleas- 
ant Ridge Park, where she had 
been staying after telling offi- 
cials that her residence had been 
destroyed by the tornado. 

“Pursuant to further informa- 
tion, it was determined that the 
defendant’s home had not, in 
fact, been destroyed in the 
storms,” a press release issued 
Tuesday by the Lawrence Coun- 
ty Attorney’s Office said. “Fur- 
thermore, the defendant used the 
opportunity to obtain free lodg- 
ing and have a party on the prem- 
ises which had been set aside to 
assist those in need.” 



Thompson was arrested and 
charged with false swearing, sec- 
ond-degree criminal mischief 
and falsely reporting an incident. 
She pleaded not guilty to the 
charges in April. 

The county attorney’s office 
then “attempted to resolve the 
matter by offering substantial jail 
time in exchange for a plea of 
guilty,” but Thompson declined 
the offer and a trial date was set. 

“Due to a conflict arising 
with the defendant’s attorney, the 
matter was delayed until such 
time as conflict counsel could 
prepare for trial,” the press 



release said, adding that a new 
trial date of Nov. 1 was sched- 
uled. 

“Upon extensive discussion 
with the defendant’s new attor- 
ney, a conditional agreement was 
reached whereby the defendant 
would serve substantial jail 
time,” the press release said. 
“However, the county attorney’s 
office was prepared to try the 
case on Nov. 1, 2012, if the 
defendant backed out of the 
plea.” 

Thompson failed to appear 
for the trial, the release said, and 
a bench warrant was issued for 



her “immediate arrest.” 

“She is believed to have 
absconded out of the state,” the 
press release says. “The Law- 
rence County Attorney’s Office 
is seeking any information on the 
whereabouts of Mrs. Thompson, 
has withdrawn the plea offer pre- 
viously extended to her, and 



intends to prosecute this matter 
to the fullest extent of the law.” 
County Attorney Mike Hogan 
thanked Osborne and the fiscal 
court for “their continued assis- 
tance in this matter, and we look 
forward to bringing Christy 
Thompson to justice upon her 
arrest.”

A sluggish wireless net- 
work is frustrating. It’s no 
fun when an exciting movie 
suddenly starts buffering or 
an important Internet video 
call breaks up. 

A few years ago, families 
didn’t put much demand on 
routers. All they did was 
browse the Web and read 
email. The average home 
had one or two PCs. 

Today, a family might 
have several computers, a 
wireless printer, a game con- 
sole, a streaming video gad- 
get and a variety of smart- 
phones and tablets. A router 
can really bog down when 
everyone wants to surf, 
download files, play online 
games and stream music and 
movies at the same time. 

Fortunately, there are a 
few simple ways to tune up 
your router and get it run- 
ning like a sports car again. 

Before you dive into that, 
however, double-check your 
Internet connection to make 
sure you’re getting the 
advertised speed that you are 
paying for. Even a blazing 
fast router seems slow with a 
poor Internet connection. 
This great service will give 
your Internet connection a 
quick speed test. 

Once you’re sure the 
slowdown is the router, take 
an inventory of all the com- 
puters and gadgets that use 
your home network. If you 
bought your gadgets within 
the past few years, they 
probably support the now- 
common wireless-N stan- 
dard. You’ll also see this 
written as 802.1 In. Check 
your manuals to be sure, or 
use this site to look up manu- 
als online if you’ve lost 
them. 

If a gadget uses the older 

802.1 lg or b standard, there 
isn’t much you can do to 
speed it up. If your computer 
is using 802.1 lg, consider 
upgrading to 802.1 In using 
an external USB wireless 
adapter. 

Of course, your router 
needs to support 802.1 In as 
well to see any benefit. If 
your router is an old 802.1 lg 
(or a really old 802.11b) 
model, it’s time to upgrade. 
Click here for a comprehen- 
sive router buying guide that 
will help you pick the right 
one. 

One of the many perks of 
a new routers is they can 
simultaneously operate on 
two separate bands - the old- 
er 2.4GHz band as well as 
the faster 5GHz band. 

The 5GHz band is less 
prone to interference from 
other Wi-Fi networks and 
Bluetooth signals, which 
makes it more suitable for 
streaming and gaming. Some 
of your newer gadgets can 
probably operate on this 
band. 

If your router already 
supports 802.1 In, you might 
want to make sure your rout- 
er’s firmware is up to date. 
Instructions for checking the 
firmware will be in your 
router manual. 

Firmware is like your 
router’s operating system. 
Most updates fix minor bugs, 
but sometimes a major 
update significantly boosts 
performance or offers fea- 
tures that didn’t exist when 
the router was first sold. 

Next, it’s time to tweak 
your router’s settings, which 
is done through an Internet 
browser. 

Open your browser of 
choice, type in the router’s 
IP address and hit Enter. 
Common IP addresses are 
192.168.0.1 for D-Link and 
Netgear routers, 192.168.1.1 
for Linksys routers, and 

192.168.2.1 for Belkin rout- 
ers. Refer to the manual for 
other routers. 

You’ll have to enter a 
password. If you don’t know 
what this is, check your 
manual for the default 
option. Usually, it’s some- 
thing simple like admin or 
password. That’s why it is

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Collins family shares story

At midnight on Dec. 29, 
2011, Adam Collins, 27, a junior 
high teacher at the Pikeville 
Independent School, and his 
wife Amber, 27, an admissions 
counselor for the University of 
Pikeville, checked into Central 
Baptist Hospital in Lexington 
for the birth of their first child, a 
boy, to be called Huckston 
Dane. 

Amber is very petite and the 
baby was large, over 8 ? pounds., 
but she opted for natural child- 
birth, no epidural, and the doc- 
tor was not in favor of C- Sec- 
tions except in emergencies. 

Delivery was hard. When 
the baby had not come by 5 p.m. 
on Dec. 30, the doctor used a 
vacuum to bring him into the 
world. 

Amber lost a lot of blood 
and was given two units on the 
31st. 

On New Years Day evening, 
the family started home to Har- 
old, but by the time they reached 
the Junior Williamson Rest Stop 
on the Mountain Parkway, 
Amber had passed out. An 
ambulance was called and the 
driver mentioned two hospitals 
he could take her to or, he said, 
he could return her to Central 
Baptist. 

The family all returned to 
Central Baptist, Amber’s parents 
among them. 

At the hospital, blood work 
was done. Amber’s blood count 
was still only 8. An EKG was 
done as well as a CT scan to 



check for blood clots. When 
they were ready to leave the 
hospital, the attending physician 
mentioned he needed to talk to 
the young couple about a “nod- 
ule” he had seen on Ambers 
thyroid. He said she should see 
her family physician in Pikeville 
as soon as possible for an ultra- 
sound of the thyroid. 

Within a few days, Amber 
was in Dr. Mark Reed’s office 
and the ultrasound was sched- 
uled. Dr. Reed later told the 
Collinses the “nodule” on the 
right lobe of the thyroid had to 
come out. He said it was “bigger 
than a golf ball.” 

A date was set for a biopsy at 
Dr. Mike Cecil’s office in Lex- 
ington. The biopsy results were 
benign, but when surgery was 
performed on Feb. 16, the 
pathology came back showing 
cancer cells. Another surgery 
was scheduled for March 8 to 
remove the left lobe and the 
entire thyroid. 

Meanwhile, on Valentine’s 
Day night, Amber and Adam 
noticed their baby had a hernia 
in his right testicle. Besides 
that, he had been to the ER once 
for an episode of sleep apnea 
and once for vomiting and a 
temperature. Arrangements 
were made for the baby to have 
a hernia repair on Feb. 28, and 
Amber would have her thyroid 
removed at St. Josephs Hospital 
on March 8. 

Following these surgeries, 
and a report that Amber’s left

If you change to n-only and 
one of your gadgets gets kicked 
off the network, it’s probably 
not n-compatible.

With a dual-band router, you 
can effectively split your home 
wireless network in two. Have 
family members connect to the 
2.4GHz band network for Web 
browsing and file downloads; 
reserve the 5GHz band network 
for gaming, video streaming 
and Internet voice/video calling. 

If you’re feeling adventur- 
ous, dive into your router’s 
advanced QoS (Quality of Ser- 
vice) settings for more adjust- 
ments (not every router will 
have QoS options). 

QoS allows you to assign 
priorities to certain types of traf- 
fic so they aren’t interrupted. 
Some routers prompt you to 
simply enable various QoS fea- 
tures, and then they automati- 
cally assign a higher priority to 
audio and video streams over 
other kinds of data. 

Other routers will let you 
assign high priorities to specific 
applications, such as Skype or 
World of Warcraft. You can also 
give high priority to a specific 
gadget. That’s handy if you use

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lobe and thyroid were free of 
cancer cells, the family began to 
breathe easily again. 

However, within days of the 
baby’s hernia repair, a red ring 
appeared around his left eye. 
His pediatrician was called and 
an antibiotic ointment was pre- 
scribed. A day or two later, 
drops were prescribed. Noth- 
ing seemed to help. The eye 
was not red. It did not have 
“matter” in it and it did not 
“water,” as with an allergy, and 
the right eye did not seem to be 
affected. However, light 
seemed to hurt Huckston’s eyes. 
Before all this, everyone had 
commented on what huge eyes 
he had. They seemed to almost 
bulge like someone with Graves 
Disease, and Huckston was 
very fretful. If he was not eat- 
ing or sleeping, he was usually 
crying. The family learned lat- 
er he was probably having 
headaches. 

On Saturday March 10, 
Amber felt the baby was “cross- 
ing his eyes” too often, and she 
felt sure he was not seeing well. 
His great-grandmother laid 
him where he could see some 
miniature lights and he fixed 
his eyes straight on the lights. 
He would also turn toward 
windows whenever he was near 
them. 

On Wednesday March 14, 
after two more doctor visits and 
having an appointment made 
with a specialist in Lexington, 
the Collinses were able to get 
their baby in to see Dr. Jody 
Brown, a Pikeville ophthalmol- 
ogist and friend of the family 
Dr. Brown feared the baby had 
congenital glaucoma in both 
eyes and immediately sent him 
to a pediatric ophthalmologist 
at the Children’s Hospital of 
Cincinnati. 

When the diagnosis was 
confirmed, the doctor ordered 
drops to be administered every 
few hours and he would check 
the baby again the next morn- 
ing. If the pressure in Huck- 
ton’s eyes was not diminishing 
by then, the doctor would have 
to do emergency surgery The 
Collinses learned a normal eye 
pressure for the baby would 
have been 17. Huckston’s was 
50 when he arrived in Cincin- 



nati. 

Thankfully the pressure 
lessened enough to schedule 
the surgery for Monday March 
19, and Amber was able to keep 
her appointments with her 
oncologist in Lexington to plan 
her radiation therapy and with 
Dr. Cecil, where a nurse 
removed her sutures from the 
thyroid surgery a week before. 

The baby’s eye surgery took 
four hours. There was a lot of 
bleeding in the left eye, where 
the pressure was the greatest, 
and the pupil kept trying to 
come out of the iris. Finally 
two tiny holes had to be made 
in the baby’s eyeballs to relieve 
the pressure. With bandages 
and metal goggles taped over 
his little eyes, baby “Huck” 
went back to the hotel with his 
parents and grandparents to 
await his 8 a.m. checkup on 
Tuesday morning. 

After a restful night, the 
pressure in the baby’s eyes was 
found to be 11. The family 
went home with lots of drops to 
be administered many times 
per day Each time the drops 
were used, the metal plates over 
Huckston’s eyes had to be 
removed, then replaced, and 
each time, the baby would turn 
toward the light even though he 
only had pin prick holes in the 
metal covers which let the light 
come through. 

Between March 20 and May 
1, Huckston had three follow- 
up visits with Dr. Yang at Cin- 
cinnati Children’s Hospital. 
During the last visit, his parents 
were told the readings for the 
baby’s eyes were minus 6.5 in 
the right eye and minus 9 in the 
left eye. Huckston was near- 
sighted and would have to have 
glasses. By this time, Amber 
had been on two low iodine 
diets and was preparing for her 
radioactive iodine treatment 
with Dr. Ain on May 6 in Lex- 
ington. She would have to be 
there the whole week. 

When Huckston’s glasses 
arrived, he was in the care of 
family members. Photos of 
“Huck’ with his glasses were 
immediately e-mailed to his 
parents in Lexington. The con- 
sensus was he looked like a 
miniature Clark Kent. 



Amber was home for her 
first Mother’s Day but she 
could not hold her baby because 
of her radioactive condition. It 
would be a few more days. 

Still, the whole family was 
thankful to God for the way 
Amber’s and Huckston’s prob- 
lems had been discovered early 
One doctor said if Huckston 
had been one month to six 
weeks later getting to Cincin- 
nati, he would have been blind. 
They were thankful for all the 
doctors for their expertise, 
thankful to family friends, co- 
workers, employers, churches, 
and organizations for their 
prayers, cards, e-mails, their 
loving support, and financial 
contributions. 

The University of Pikeville 
and Pikeville Independent 
School System were so under- 
standing and generous con- 
cerning the Collinses’ absences 
from work. Amber and Adam 
will be forever grateful. 

As a grand finale, the day 
finally came when Amber was 
able to sing at church again. 
She and her entire family sang 
“Amazing Love” and “Take My 
Hand Precious Lord.” The con- 
gregation exploded. Amber got 
a standing ovation! We all 
thanked God! 

We’re sharing this story to 
make other young parents 
aware of problems that might 
arise in their infant shortly after 
birth. Another family in our 
church almost left the hospital 
with only half of their baby’s 
heart functioning, but thanks 
to that final check before leav- 
ing, the problem was detected 
and the baby was at the UK 
Hospital getting open-heart 
surgery by the time it was three 
days old. 

We urge you to pay careful 
attention to any condition that 
you suspect might not be “nor- 
mal.” If we had let Dr. Jody 
Brown check the pressure in 
Hucktston’s eyes as soon as we 
noticed the bulging, it would 
have saved him a lot of discom- 
fort and possibly the readings 
on his eyes would be better 
than they are today
